REPORT  OF  'nil':   BOARD   OF  TRUSTEES   OF   HOWARD 

COLLEGE. 

The  annual  Reports  of  the  Board  for  the  yenr  furnisltcd  fi.ll  statements  of  the 
financial  condition  of  the  College.  A  brief  recapitulation,  witli  such  changes 
as  have  taken  place  since  our  last  Report,  (180?,)  exhibits  its  present  condition. 

The  continued  depressed  condition  of  the  country  Ins  forbidden  any  attempt 
to  collect  notes  due  the  College.  The  Trustees  have  been  arranging  In  put  a 
collector  in  the  Held  shortly,  with  instructions  to  close  up  tin-  utfturs  ol  the  Col- 
lege as  speedily  ns  possible,  ami  upon  i he  best  terms  that  he  can  make.  For 
this  purpose  we  hope  to  secure  the  sen  ices  of  Dr.  Win.  T.  llcndon,  a  gentleman, 
in  our  opinion,  possessing  peculiar  ipialirications  for  this  delicate  and  respon- 
sible work.  The  effort  to  i'aise.."hyn  voluntary  contribution, u  sum  sufficient  to 
pay  the  salary  of  the   President,  was  but  partially  successful— amounting  to 

¥ .     Before  the  close  of  the.  session  ending  June,  1808,  the  President  len- 

dered  his  resignation,  which  was,  after  mature  deliheiation,  reluctantly  accept- 
ed  by  the  Hoard.  We  cannot  forlxar  expressing"  our  sense  of  the  loss  which 
not  only  Howard  College,  but  the  caus ■>  of  education  and  religion  in  Hie  State, 
has  sustained  by  his  removal,  in  order  to  settle,  in  part,  with  the  President, 
and  other  members  of  the  Faculty,  the  sum  of  $1,!K)0  on  was  borrowed  from  the 
Board  of  Directors,  out  of  Use  fund  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  Baptist  house 
of  worship,  in  Ureencsboro,  securing  the  same  by  notes  of  persons  known  to 
be  solvent. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  it  was  found  necessary  tore-organize  the 
Faculty.  Without  the  means  of  paying  the  salaries  of  the*  ofliccrs,  it  was  use- 
less to  elect  them.  The  Hoard,  therefore,  deti  i  mined  to  eleel  a  Pr«  sident,  ant] 
offer  hint  the  use  of  the  buildings,  apparatus,  &C,  free  of  rent;  to  lie  kepi  in 
like  good  order  as  lie  should  find  them,  and  permit  him  to  select  his  own  Facul- 
I v,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Trustees,  To  this  position,  Prof.  I''..  IJuiuu 
Thornton  was  unanimously  eleivctl,  He.  accepted  the  appointment  upon  the 
condition  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  would  become  responsible  lor  the  tuition 
of  forty  pupils  over  the  tlrst  sixty ;  i hit  is  to  say,  that  he  would  take  the  risk 
of  obtaining  sixty,  if  the  deficit  should  be  made  good  by  the  Hoard  between 
that  nunili'T  mid  one  hundred— fill"  number  which  wool  1  m  ak>  the  <  !oll  ■;*"»•  Nclf* 
sustaining.  The  importance  of  keeping  up  the  Institution  was  so  deeply  lm- 
pn  s-eil  upon  the  Trustees,  that  tin  \  u<  ceded  to  lids  proposition.  The  number 
of  students  enroll  d  to  this  time,  is  — ,  a  larger  number  than  we  hive  had  at 
any  time  since  1800.  By  proper  cllorls  on  the  part  of  the  fri"n  N  of  the  College, 
in  every  part  of  the  State,  we  urn  confident  (hat  the  patronage  can  b  i  increased 
to  one  hundred  students  by  the  ei  ise  of  the  pre-cnl  yeni  ;  ami  to  a  much  greater 
number  during  the  session.  We  arc  endeavoring  to. make  it  self-sustaining; 
lm!  to  do  so,  two  things  are  essi  ntial :  First — the  system  of  scholarships  must  lie 
abolished,  To  almost  every  applieat'on  for  the  mrrender  of  this  privilege,  the 
response  lias  been  favorable.  Still,  there  are  a  tew  who  claim  it,  mid,  when 
claimed,  it  is  not  disputed ;  but  it  inn  -i  be  evident  th  it,  without  an  endowment, 
and  dependent  upon  tuition  for  a  support,  many  sin  h  demands  would  close  its 
doors.  Second — The  friends  of  the  College  must  increase  its  patronage.  This 
can  he  done,  both  directly  and  Indirectly,  by  sending  then-  on  n  pons  and  wards 
to  it,  an  1  by  using  their  Influence  to  induce  others  to  do  so.  We  take  great 
plciiBure  in  acknowledging  the  interest  manifested  by  the  Alumni  of  the  Col- 
lege, and  their  valuable  aid  and  cooperation  In  our  Hunts  to  preserve  it.  Many 
of  these  gentlemen  are  not  members  of  our  churches,  nor  indeed  connected 
with  any  denomination  ;  yet,  with  a  zeal  that  makes  us  their  debtors,  they  have 
come  to  the  rescue  of  their  Alma  Mater,  and  are  earnestly  w«  rking  to  secure 
its  permanent  prosperity.  Wccarnestly  appeal  to  the  members  of  this  Conven- 
tion, and  to  the  Baptists  in  the  State,  tor  their  assistance  and  cooperation  in 
our  efforts  to  preserve  this  cherished  institution  ol  learning,  and  to  perpetuate 
its  blessings  to  our  country.  Secure  f.rit  the  patronage  of  which  it  is  worthy, 
and  it  will  live  and  prosper.  W<  do  not  now  ask  for  an  endowment,  for  your 
sons,  whom  you  must  educate  some  where.    The  Faculty  consists,  at  present,

guagcs ;   A.  B.  Goodhue,  A.  M.,  Prof,  of  Mathematics  and   Physics  ;  and    1.    B. 

Vaidcn,  A.M.,  in  the  Preparatory  Department,  Prof.  I).  (!.  Sherman  was  appoint- 
ed to  tin-  chair  of  Ancient  Languages.  Mis  death  was  n  severe  blow  lo  the  Col- 
lege. Willi  hlghschn]  irshlp,  lie  combined  earnestness  of  purpose,  and  a  con- 
scientiousness in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  which  seemed  in  him  an  efficient 
and  faithful  instructor.  The  duties  of  his  chair  are  at  present  divided  among  tlio 
other  members  of  the  Faculty.  As  soon  as  the  numbcrjof  students  shall  justify 
it,  the  vacancy  will  Iks  Riled. 

Since  your  lust  meeting,  two  of  the.  most  valued  friends  of  the  College  have 
boon  removed  bv  death— -J.  11.  Brown,  and  Will.  N.  Wyatt.  The  former  was, 
at  Hi-  lime  of  his  death,  a  Trustee  ;  the  latter  had  been,  for  many  years,  until 
the  last.  Both  t»f  them  were  devoted  friends  and  liberal  benefactors.  Brother 
Brown  contributed  the  largest  amount  ever  made  to  the  endowment  of  the  Col- 
lege by  one  man,  liesides  large  amounts  to  the  education  of  young  men  prepar- 
ing lor  the  ministry.  Of  princely  wealth,  he  gave  with  princely  generosity. 
In  the  affairs  of  the  College,  as  in  every  department  of  Christian  love  in  which 
»c  lire  engaged,  the  loss  of  our  beloved  brother  Wyatt  will  long  he  felt.  Few 
men  were  wiser  in  council,  or  more  earnest  in  spirit,  thnn  he.  May  lie  who 
endowed  the  lamented  dead  with  the  graces  that  adorned  their  lives,  and  which 
have  left  behind  tin  in  the  fragrance  of  blessed  memories,  raise  up  successors 
Who  shall  be  worthy  to  wear  their  mantles. 

Brother  John  Haralson  was  elected  by  the  Board  of  Directors  to  (ill  the  va- 
cancy occasioned  by  the  death  of  brother  Brown.  Brother  Isaac  Billingslcy 
has  resigned  his  place  in  the  Board.    This  vacancy  should  be  supplied.

KEPOHT   OK  THE  TRUSTEES  OP  JUOSON   INSTITUTE  TO  THE 
ALABAMA  BAPTIST  CONVENTION',  NOVEMBER  «TII,  1868. 

In  presenting  our  annual  report  (o  tlio  Convention,  we  would  first  eeknowl- 
edge  our  obligations  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  his  favoring  providence  over 
»mr  beloved  Institute  during  the  p:tst  year,  and  the  privilege  afforded  ns  of 
meeting  the  representatives  of  the  churches  in  the  Convention,  under  whose 
auspices  the  Jnusou  has  attained  it*  high  character. 

Since  your  last  meeting,  we  have  been  called  to  mourn  the  death  of  our  late 
lamented  President,  Win.  N.  Wyatt.  During  the  greater  part  of  its  history,  ho 
was  an  active  and  influential  member  of  the  Hoard;  and  tin- Institute  was  to 
him  dear  as  the  apple  of  his  eye.  lie  watched  over  its  interests  with  tender 
and  zealous  care,  never  permitting  it  to  Buffer  when  he  could  aid,  nor  counten- 
ancing recklessness  nor  imprudence  in  the  administration  of  itn  affairs.  No 
little  of  the  eminent  success  of  this  noble  Institution  is  due  to  the  wisdom  of 
his  counsels,  the  fervor  of  his  devotion,  and  the  generosity  of  his  beneficence  in 
its  behalf.  But  he  is  gone  from  this  field  of  toil  and  responsibility  to  another 
sphere  of  ampler  range,  more;  exalted  employments,  and  nobler  rewards.  May 
the  example  he  has  left  ns  ever  stimulate  and  encourage  us  to  noble  aims  and 
unfaltering  constancy.  We  mourn  his  loss,  but  rejoice  that  lie  is  in  full  fruition 
of  his  reward. 

The  scholastic  year  ending  July  2d,  J*GS,  was  a  period  of  unprecedented 
financial  difficulty.  Individual  bankruptcy,  and  paralysis  of  every  branch  oi 
business,  rendered  existence  almost  a  problem,  and  placed  our  institutions  of 
learning  in  extreme  jeopardy.  Nevertheless,  tiy  Divine  favor  our  cherished 
Jlldson  was  enabled  not  only  to  hold  its  way,  but  to  maintain  throughout  an 
efficient  organisation,  and  to  exhibit  a  result  which,  in  all  im|>ortant  respects, 
has  never  been  surpassed  it',  its  entire  history.  Its  annual  register  of  pupils 
contained  180  names — a  number  larger  than  any  similar  institution  in  the  State 
hud  on  its  rolls.  The  usual  high  standard  of  scholarship  and  discipline  was 
maintained,  and  the  health  of  the  pupils  was  unusually  pood. 

The  Commencement  Exercises — the  30th  in  course — attracted  much  interest, 
and  elicited  from  visitors,  among  whom  were  distinguished  educators  of  other 
denominations,  the  most  flattering  eulogiunts.  Seventeen  young  Indies,  mem- 
bers of  the  Senior  Class,  completed  the  regular  course  and  received  Diplomas 
of  the  First  Degree.  It  was  generally  conceded  that  no  similar  occasion  bus 
surpassed  it  in  interest  and  brilliancy. 

A  most  important  movement  has  been  inaugurated  durius  the  past  year, 
which  promises  the  most  beneficial  results  for  our  school.  We  refer  to  "The 
Soe  ety  of  Alumna*,"  organized  among  the  graduates  of  the  Institute,  whoso 
object  is  to  promote  permanent  sisterly  union  and  BJ'mpathy,  and  to  foster  per- 
petual devotion  to  Alma  Mater.  This  Society  has  already  made  provision  for 
the  education  in  the  Institute  of  several  indigent  children,  who  are  known  as 
{he  beneficiaries  of  the  Alumna*. 

The  present  session  opened  October  5th,  with  an  encouraging  patronage. 
Already  112  names  have  been  catered  on  the  register,  of  which  40  are  those  of 
pupils  from  a  distance.     The  Senior  Class  numbers  \(i. 

The  Hoard  of  Instruction  and  Government,  under  the  direction  of  the  able 
President,  liev.  A.  J.  Battle,  is  composed  of  twelve  accomplished  teachers  and 
officers.  These  are,  without  exception,  highly  capable,  earnest  and  faithful  in 
their  several  spheres  of  labor.  Never,  in  its  palmiest  days,  could  the  Judson 
have  boasted  a  more  perfect  organization,  or  a  finer  array  of  talent.  The 
boarding  department  is  still  under  the  direction  of  brother  D.  It.  Lido.  Wc 
but  express  the  universal  sentiment  of  all  familiar  with  the  operations  of  the 
department,  when  wc  say  that  no  incumbent  could  be  found  better  fitted  for  th '■ 
responsible  and  difficult  position.  The  excellence  of  his  arrangements,  and  the 
superiority  of  his  refectory,  are  acknowledged  by  all  who  become  inmates  of 
-the  department.  Mrs.  Daniel  and  Mrs.  Harrell  continue  their  valuable  ser- 
vices. The  pupils,  thus  far,  are  diligent,  orderly  and  lady -like — the  material 
being  of  out  unusually  superior  stamp. 


With  tho  continued  blessing  of  a  favoring  I'rovldeuce,  wo  anticipate  a  year 
of  rii-li  fruitage  nnri  abundant  success. 

In  conclusion,  we  commend  anew  this  long-established  and  fully-proved  In- 
stitution, in  ilic  favor  of  our  brethren,  and  would  earnestly  appeal  t<>  tin  in  for 
support.    We  baro  stood  tho  ordeal  of  these  troublous  trimeswith  difficulty, 

It  has  been  barely   possible  to  keep   it  up  tu  its  Conner  standard.     The  Btorill  i-> 

still  raging  around  us;  the  good  ship  barely  bullets  the  billows,  I^end  a  help- 
ing band,  give  it  your  patronage,  and  recommend  it  to  your  neighbors  ;uid 
friends,  and  we  shall  yet  outride  the  tempest  and  reenter  the  tranquil  harbor  of 
prosperity.

Rev.  EL  B.  Teague,  on  behalf  of  Committee  on  Eiucation,  read  a  report, 
•which,  on  motion  of  brother  C.  C.  Iluckabee,  was  laid  on  the  table  un- 
til this  evening,  when  the  report  should  again  bo  read. 


The  hour  appointed  for  devotional  exercises  having  arrived,  brother 
Wright  led  the  devotions  of  the  Convention. 

llev.  Geo.  E.  Brewer  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Order  of 
Exercises,  which  was  amended  ar.d  adopted. 

The  President  appointed  I.  B.  Vaideii  and  John  Haralson,  Auditing 
Committee. 

Rev.  Samuel  Freeman,  on  the  part  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Missions,  read  the  following  report. 

FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  command  of  our  blessed  Lord  to  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature,  is 
not  subject  to  modification  by  any  or  all  the  circumstances  that  may  arise  in 
the  history  of  time.  The  command  Mas  given  by  tin1  Hon  of  God,  in  the  full 
exercise  of  His  unbounded  authority  as  the  minister  of  the  new  and  everlasting 
covenant.  He  clearly  foresaw  all  the  contingencies  that  would  arise  in  the 
progressive  history  of  tlie  gospel.  He  well  knew  that  His  people  would  piss 
through  seasons  of  severest  trial,  darkest  gloom  and  heaviest  depression — that 
bloody  persecution  would  drive  the  faithful  to  the  dens  and  caves  of  the  earth, 
and  tin'  red  hand  of  war  would  desolate  whole  lands,'  and  remove  entirely 
from  their  possession  the  earth,  wealth  and  pleasures  of  His  people.  Hut,  fore- 
seeing all  this,  he  made  no  provision  to  modify  the  command  under  the  pres- 
sure of  any  circumstances.  It  stands  in  lull  force  in  every  age,  and  under  the 
positive,  immutable  command  of  the  highest  authority  in  the  universe, enjoining 
on  every  follower  of  Christ  a  duty,  in  language  so  plain  that  its  import  can- 
not be  misunderstood.  Alas!  how  prone  is  man  to  imagine  that  the.  positive 
command  of  our  blessed  Lord  may  be  modified  at  the  option  of  His  subjects. 
Hut  this  command  stands  Car  above  all  such  unholy  conceits.  He  does  not  sav, 
when  your  wealth  is  a  burden  to  you.  and  you  have  inure  than  heart  could  wis]), 
and  all  the  surroundings  are  favorable,  then  preach  the  gospel.  Hut  the  injunc- 
tion is  to  preach  it,  and  there  is  no  way  to  evade  the  rc-ponsibility  but  by  dis- 
claiming all  relationship  to  Christ,  No  excuse  will  exonerate  a  professed  fol- 
lower of  Christ  from  this,  the  greatest  of  all  duties.  Can  a  follower  of  Christ 
plead  poverty?  Let  him  stand  before  .lesus  with  this  plea  on  his  lips,  ami  the 
Saviour's  reply  is,  "  The  foxes  have  holes  and  the  birds  of  the  air  have  nests, 
but  the  Son  of  man  hath  not  when;  to  lay  his  head."  Lei  him  stand  before 
Paul  and  say,  I  once  was  rich  and  could  give  for  the  spread  of  the  gospel,  but 
misfortune  has  made  me  so  poor  that  -I  can  do  nothing  now.  Haul's  reply  is, 
"ye  know  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  though  he  was  rich, yet  for 
your  sakes  he  became  poor,  that  ye  through  his  poverty  might  be  rich." 

The  absolute  poverty  of  Christ  was  necessary  that  He  might  give  us  the 
gospel,  with  its  full  blessing  of  salvation  ;  and  poverty,  therefore,  cannot  con- 
stitute a  reason  why  we  should  not  give  the  same  blessed  gospel  to  others.  It 
is  evident,  furthermore,  that  the  Saviour  did  not  and  does  not  depend  upon 
those  who  have  the  largest  amount  of  this  world's  goods  to  spread  Ilia  gospel 
to  the  ends  of  the  earth;  for  He  gave  it  to  the  poor,  and  its  history  shows  that 
through  the  instrumentality  of  the  poor  it  has  been  preached  down  to  the  pres- 
ent time.  Hut  whether  in  poverty's  vale  or  abounding  in  wealth,  the  broad 
command  is  in  full  force  on  every  lover  of  Jesus. 

Should  it  be  said  that  the  want  of  success,  where  the  gospel  has  been  preached 
among  the  heathen,  justifies  indifference  on  the  part  of  Christians?  This  has 
nothing  to  do  with  our  duty.  If  not  a  man  in  all  China,  or  Africa,  or  the  islands 
of  the  sea,  should  believe  tho  gospel,  our  duty  is  still  the  same.  Who  dare 
question  the  divine  authority,  or  sit  in  judgment  on  the  wisdom  of  His  com- 
mand? Hut  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  bus  attended  the  preaching  of  the  gospel. 
Our  brethren  to  day,  iu  foreign  lands,  give  us  cheering  news  of  its  success,  and 
that  God,  who  moves  in  a  mysterious  way  His  wonders  to  perforin,  is  opening 
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tlio  way  for  its  free  access  to  the  strongholds  of  Satan  in  pngMI  lands.  Pear 
brethren,  can  wo  come  to  .Jesus  as  llis  true  disciples  and  my,  Lord,  we  have 
done  what  tliou  liast  commanded— we  have  preached  lite  gospel  to  every  crea- 
tun.-?  Could  a  Carey  and  a  Judami  confer  with  us  to-day,  would  they  nay,  breth- 
ren, you  have  done  enough,  erase  from  your  labors,  because  the  work  in  hard 
and  success  U  gained  at  loo  great  a  sacrifice!  Our  duty  is  plain  in  the  command 
of  our  blessed  Lord,  and  as  long  as  we  arc  His  people,  and  there  remains  a 
■Inner  unsaved,  we  must  glrc  him  the  gospel,  at  whatever  coal  or  sacrifice.

Rev.  E.  B.  Tengue  being  in  the  Chair,  brother  Henderson  read  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on   Instruction  of  Colored  People,  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RELIGIOUS  INSTRUCTION  OF 
COLORED  PEOPLE. 

A  few  facts  and  some  suggestions  arc  all  t lint  we  can  venture  to  embody  in  this 
report.  It  would  he  uneamiid  in  us  to  hasc  a  report  upon  partial  observations 
of  particular  localities,  to  excite  hopes  on  the  one  hand  that  would  never  he 
realized,  or  to  awaken  fears  on  the  oilier  that  were  groundless.  And,  without 
pausing  to  enquire  into  the  causes  which  have  contributed  to  produce  those 
rapid  changes  developed  in  the  moral  and  religious  condition  of  our  colored 
population  within  the  last  three  or  four  years,  candor  compels  us  to  say,  that,  in 
many  places,  the  evidences  of  deterioration  are  painful  and  striking.  Naturally 
superstitious  and  credulous,  no  delusions  are  too  absurd  to  tind  entrance  into 
their  minds.  Indeed,  the  more  absurd  and  unreasonable  the  delusion,  the  more 
ready  Hie  passport  to  their  Credulity.  In  some  places,  the  Bible  is  practically 
repudiated  and  denounced  as  the  "  while  man's  book,"  and  they  have  surren- 
dered themselves  to  the  guidance  of  "  prophets"  and  " prophetesses,"  who  are 
leading  them  into  every  abominable  and  revolting  excess  of  idolatry.  These 
decided  "  prophets"  and  "prophetesses"  have  been  known  to  go  through  the 
mock  process  of  death  for  particular  "sinners,"  and  then  pronounce  the  sins  ol 
the  parly  forgiven,  on  which  they  are  taken  and  baptized,  and  per- 
suaded that  they  surely  will  be  saved.  The  most  serious  and  persistent  ell'ors 
of  the  white  people  avail  nothing  with  these  deluded  creatures.  Reason  and 
remonstrance  are  alike  ict  at  dellance.  And  a*  to  the  Bible,  it  has  no  more  au- 
thority with  them  thau  the  Koran.  Any  person  among  them  who  professes  to 
be  inspired,  male  or  female,  administers  the  ordinance  of  baptism.  No  stand- 
ard ot  Christian  character    seems  to  be  recognized.    A   baro  rehearsal  of  a 
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dream  or  some  startling  vision  is  all  thnl  is  necessary  t<>  secure  fellowship  in 

their  churches,  And  us  to  cliurcli  discipline,  they  seem  In  know  or  wire  noth- 
ing for  it.  Tho  mnrringu  tic  appears  ti>  be  less  binding  among  tiicm  than  it  ever 
was  known  to  bo  in  the  days  of  slavery.  IVtty  Hit  its  buve  Increased  lo  an 
alarming  extent. 

Your  Committee  would  not  be  understood  us  Bnying  tlmt  the  revolting  picture 
is  characteristic  of  the  entire  race.  We  are  glad  to  report  that,  in  some  local- 
ities, there  are  evidences  Unit  they  at  least  are  not  declining,  if  not  Advancing, 
in  moral  and  religious  culture.  And  this  is  a  Blldlcienl  motive  lor  us  to  put 
forth  our  best  (Hurts  in  their  behalf.  We  cannot  too  earnestly  urge  onr  breth- 
ren to  embrace  every  occasion  which  may  oiler  to  arrest  that  tide  of  evil  which 
threatens,  ul  no  distant  day,  to  involve  this  entire  race  in  this  country  in  hope- 
le-s  ruin.  We  should  encourage  schools  among  them — seek  out  the  wisest  mid 
best  men  of  their  race,  who  possess  tin;  proper  gifts,  and  consecrate  them 
to  the  ministerial  work— superintend  the  organization  of  colored  churches 
wherever  it  Is  practicable,  and,  by  every  moans  in  our  power,  promote  the  cul- 
tivation of  their  piety.  As  a  denomination,  we  stand  ready  to  cooperate  with 
any  mid  every  agency,  from  whatever  source  il  may  come,  that  has  any  prom- 
ise of  ameliorating  the  condition  of  our  colored  people.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION. 

The  Committee  on  Education  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  alliance  of  religion 
and  learning  has  been  auspicious  mid  happy.  The  relations  of  religion  and 
education  are  still  more  intimate  and  Important:  il  is  the  object  of  both  to  train 
responsible  immortal  bcinjxs  for  the  great  future.  If  the  education  of  the  peo- 
ple he  turned  over  to  the  State,  there  is  danger  of  its  being  atheistic,  dcistic,  or 
Ibrccdly  sectarian. 

The  lathers  of  our  denomination  in  the  State  recognized  the  interdependence 
of  religion  and  education,  and  addressed  themselves  with  much  prayer  and  en- 
ergy to  the  task  before  them.  They  achieved  great  things,— founding  and  put- 
ting into  successful  operation  two  institutions,  thatrcmniu  to  us  as  a  legacy.whicb 
vc  must  husband  and  use.    These  institutions  have  made  their  mark  on  the 
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times,  sending  forth  into  the  professions  and  higher  walks  of  life,  but  especially 
into  the  ministry,  ninny  of  the  nblcst  and  most  useful  men  who  serve  their  day 
and  generation,  and  many  of  the  most  accomplished  and  lovely  Christian 
women,  who  are  the  pride  and  the  boast  of  our  Southern  society.  Shall  we 
prove  recreant  to  the  trust  we  have  inherited,  and  become,  in  our  lethargy  and 
despondency,  the  degenrate  sons  of  noble  sites  ?  or  shall  we  not  rather  (eel  stim- 
ulated to  higher  efforts,  as  we  stand  on  the  vantage  ground  secured  to  us  )>y 
our  fathers? 

One  of  these  institutions,  the  Judson  Female  Institute,  has  been  eminently 
successful  through  its  whole  history,  and  continues  so,  us  its  present  patronage 
shows,  through  the  depressing  sequences  of  war.  This  has  been  due  to  able 
and  ellh  ient  management,  to  the  prestige  of  early  success,  and  to  the  habit 
formed  on  the  part  of  patrons  of  cheerfully  paying  a  higher  price  for  tuition  to 
female  schools,  because  they  are  unendowed.  The  Committee  take  pleasure  in 
according  their  warmest  appreciation  of  the  judicious  and  comprehensive 
course  ot  study  prescribed  in  this  institution,  the  perfection  of  its  details,  and 
the  evidences  of  ability,  tact  and  skill,  in  all  its  arrangements.  The  hand  of 
its  experienced  and  accomplished  President,  Kev.  A.J.  Battle,  may  be  seen  in  all 
its  appointments.  They  have  also  noticed  with  pleasure  the  action  of  the 
111  tin  Hue,  proposing,  as  a  society,  to  further  its  patronage,  and  succor  it  in  every 
way  possible,  Under  such  auspices,  the  Judson  may  have  its  times  of  adversity, 
but  its  future  is  full  of  hope. 

The  Howard  College,  up  to  a  recent  date,  was  not  less  successful  than  the 
Judson.  True,  its  patronage  was  not  so  great,  but  neither  has  the  patronage  of 
scarcely  any  male  college  in  the  country  been  large  for  the  first  twenty  years  of 
its  history.  It  has  not  been  the  custom  to  semi  any  large  proportion  ot  our 
young  men  to  college,  the  grammar  schools  not  supplying  the  material;  the 
number  of  similar  institutions  was  becoming  large  when  the  Howard  com- 
menced its  career,  and  the  fame  of  older  establishments  attracted  the  mass  of 
students.  Nevertheless,  up  to  the  latter  years  of  the  war,  it  was  rapidly  gain- 
ing reputation  and  increasing  its  patronage,  and  doing  a  character  of  work  in- 
ferior, as  the  status  of  its  alumnie  demonstrates,  to  thai  of  no  institution  in  the 
Country.  Without  endowment,  to  any  considerable  extent,  its  buildings,  library, 
and  apparatus  still  remain  ;  and  the  cooperation  of  its  friends  with  the  alumni, 
whose  pledges  are  worthy  of  all  praise,  must  be  perseveringly  lent  until  its  halls 
shall  again  be  rilled  with  ingenuous  and  studious  youth.  We  arc  happy  to  be  in- 
formed of  a  decided  increase  in  the  attendance  of  the  current  term.  A  (acuity 
of  great  experience,  whose  past  labors,  attended  with  the  highest  success,  have 
given  them  position,  are  ready,  at  any  reasonable  sacrifice,  to  cooperate  with 
alumni,  trustees,  parents,  and  friends  in  training  young  men,  who  shall  continue 
to  give  character  to  the  institution  over  which  they  preside,  and  to  whose  inter- 
ests some  of  them  have  lunnifested  a  devotion  rarely  indeed  found  among  ed- 
ucators. 

The  grant  difficulty  to  be  overcome  is  the  prevalent  notion  that  a  university, 
where  the  principle  of  the  division  of  labor  may  be  introduced  to  the  fullest 
extent,  possesses  such  advantages  that  other  institutions  arc  not  to  be  thought 
of  as  affording  the  necessary  facilities  for  a  high  intellectual  training.  This  is  a 
great  mistake,  which  sensible  men  must  labor  to  correct.  Universities  furnish 
the  best  means  of  acquiring  learning,  in  the  highest  import  of  that  term,  and  are 
the  proper  places  for  those  who,  having  fully  laid  the  foundation  elsewhere, 
wish  to  push  inquiry  for  its'own  sake.  But  how  few  arc  prepared,  in  early  life, 
to  begin  those  investigations  in  literature  or  science  for  which  the  university 
proper  offers  any  special  advantages  1  Most  young  men  who  arc  to  rank 
among  the  highly  educated,  even,  arc  &bU  to  achieve  nothing  more  than  the 
ordinary  college  curriculum.  They  need  nothing,  therefore,  but  the  grammar 
school  and  the  college.  These  facts  ought  to  be  Impressed  upou  our  people.  Nei- 
ther are  we  proposing  an  imperfect  training.  Facts  prove  that  colleges  have 
not  been  less  successful  in  educating  men,  in  the  just  sense  of  that  term,  thau 
universities.  There  is  a  difference  between  education  and  learning,  the  one  by  no 
means  always  implying  the  other.    Such  men  as  Dr.  John  Mason,  of  New  York, 
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whoso  pulpit  abilities  discouraged  the  greal  Robert  [lull,  Timothy  Dwight, 
Justices  Marshall  and  O'Neal,  John  Harris.  Hie  author  i>r  Mnntniom,  John  I've 
Smith,  nml  11  liost  of  their  peers,  living  and  deceased,  were  trained  in  colleges. 
Ami,  so  inr  ns  true  education  is  concerned,  fuels  afford  no  proof  that  the  train* 
Ingoftho  Continental  universities,  even,  has  any  advantage  over  1 1  * « -  higher 
order  of  colleges,  either  In  Kurope  or  Amerlra  lie  wImi  boa  made  himself  u 
linguist,  a  mathematician,  and  an  adept  in  the  elements  of  the  most  Important 
k  itcnecs,  us  the  means  of  developing  liis  mental  powers  for  future  investigations, 
in  connection  with  his  specialty,  is  well  equipped,  and  unless  learning,  scholar* 
ship,  ill  its  highest  sense,  lie  the  great  object  of  his  life,  will  not  find  himself  a 
Whit  behind  the  scions  of  the  university. 

Such  training  as  we  have  indicated,  as  the  wants  of  the  many  who  aspire  to  ho 
educated  men  demand,  the  Howard  is  abundantly  prepared  tonnWd.  This  fact 
practically  recognized,  the  liberality  of  its  more  fortnnate  friends  evoked  to 
supplement  the  Income  from  tuition  fees,  until  a  more  auspicious  day  dawn,  and 
the  faculty  of  instruction  prepared  to  assume  their  share  of  the  sacrifices  de- 
manded by  every  great  enterprise,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  feel  assured  of  ,\ 
future  for  the  Howard. 

There  are  excellent  institutions  for  the  education  of  females  at  Tuskegcc, 
LaFaycttce,  Ttiskaloosa,  and  Greenville,  partially  or  wholly  under  the  direction 
of  the  denomination,  some  ol  them  doing  well. 

Though  the  subject  he  not  strictly  within  the  purview  of  the  objects  of  the 
Convention,  the  Committee  would  regard  it  wise,  whenever  practicable,  that  the 
churches  throughout  the  State  make  it  an  object  to  sustain  good  elementary 
schools  in  connection  with  every  church. 

Rev.  Wm.  II.  Mcintosh  gave  information  as  to  tho  cost  of  attending 
Howard  College. 

On  Motion,  the  Reports  of  Howard  College  and  the  Judson  were  or- 
dered to  be  spread  on  the  Miintltesof  th«  Convention. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  incorporate  in  the  Minutes  a  few 
statements  to  be  furnished  by  Rev.  II.  Manly,  Jr.,  in  regard  to  the 
Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary. 

THE  SOUTHEKN  BAPTIST  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 

This  Institution  has  heretofore  received  the  cordial  endorsement  of  the  Alabama 
Baptist  Contention,  and  its  claims  on  the  liberality  of  Alabama  Baptists  have 
been  fully  recognized.  It  needs  funds  for  the  support  of  its  Professors,  who  are 
dependent  for  their  support  on  voluntary  current  contributions,  as  free  will  of- 
ferings from  year  to  year,  as  the  endowment  was  almost  wholly  lost,  and  no 
agent  is  in  the  field  to  collect. 

It  is  also  important  that  funds  be  raised  to  aid  students  who  arc  either  par- 
tially or  wholly  unublc  to  sustain  themselves,  while  prosecuting  their  studies. 
The  present  «■  Ksion,  over  forty  students  have  matriculated  already,  and  the  num- 
ber will  douh  less  exceed  fifty.  Arrangements  arc  made  by  which  board  is  fur- 
Dished  at  cost,  and  it  does  not  exceed  about  $100  for  the  session  of  eight  months. 

The  Seminary  appeals  to  the  Haptists  of  the  South  for  liberal  voluntary  con- 
tributions. Money  intended  for  the  support  of  the  Seminary,  may  be  sent  to 
the  Rev.  James  P.  Boy ce,  Treasurer,  Greenville,  8.  C.  Several  hundred  dollars 
are  needed  besides,  to  aid  student*  for  the  Ministry— several  of  whom  arc  en- 
tirely dependnct  on  such  help,  and  others  need  assistance  to  supplement  their 
own  slender  moans,  which  they  have  consecrated,  as  well  as  their  own  selves, 
to  tho  work  of  the  Uedccmer.  Money  for  this  purpose  may  be  sent  to  Rev.  B. 
Manly,  Jr.,  Greenville,  S.  C. 

On  motion  of  brother  R«*nfroe,  it  was  decided  that  the  next  session 
of  the  Convention  be  held  at  Oxford,  on  Selraa,  Rome  6i  Dalton  Rail- 
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road,  Calhoun  county,  on  Friday  before  the  2d  Sunday  in  November, 
1809. 

On  motion  of  brother  Curry,  it  was 

Resolved,  That,  as  a  Convention,  we  approve  the  action  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  in  placing  the  Sunday  School  Board  at  Memphis, Ten- 
nessee ;  that  wo  have  confidence  in  the  brethren  placed  in  charge  of  that 
interest,  and  we  assure  the  Board  of  our  sympathies  our  cooperation 
and  our  prayers. 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  the  little  periodical  under  the  auspices 
of  that  Board,  known  as  "Kind  Words"  as  a  publication  adapted  to  do 
much  tjood  among  the  children. 

On  motion,  the  President  appointed  brethren  E.  B.  Teague,  J.  J.  D. 
Itenfroe,  and  John  C.  Foster,  a  Committee  to  consult  and  act  with  the 
Trustees  of  Howard  College,  in  reference  to  the  adjustment  of  its 
finances. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  until  Monday  morning  at  nine  o'clock. 


*  Lokd's  Day,  November  8th. 
The  brethren  appointed  to  preach  at  various  places  went  to  their  ap- 
pointments in  the  morning. 

In  the  afternoon,  a  large  and  interesting  Sunday  School  meeting  w  as  held 
at  the  Baptist  church. 

At  night,  a  mass  meeting  on   Domestic  Missions  was  held,  and   the 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  that  interest  was  read  as  follows,  viz: 
REPORT  ON  DOMESTIC  MISSIONS. 

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  submit  the  following  Report : 

It  is  not  necessary  to  attempt  a  description  of  the  destitution  in  the  State,  or 
'  to  compute  our  obligation  to  the  cause  of  Missions  in  the  field  before  us.  The 
destitution  is  appalling,  and  our  obligations  are  only  limited  by  the  measure  of 
our  abilities. 

We  would  respectfully  urge  upon  this  body,  nnd  the  churches  and  pastors  in 
our  State,  the  pressing  claims  of  the  Domestic  Mission  Hoard  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  This  Boord  has  been  in  successful  operation  since  the 
year  1845.  Its  history  covers  a  period  of  more  than  twenty-three  years.  Its 
work  is  well  known  to  the  denomination.  The  numerous  churches  organized 
and  sustained,  in  part,  by  its  benefactions,  in  our  State,  and  throughout  the 
South,  testify  to  its  value  and  importance. 

Until  the  year  1807 J the  Bonrd  promptly  met  its  obligations.  At  the  meeting 
of  the  Convention  in  Baltimore,  last  May,  the  Board  reported  a  deficit.  They 
have  endeavored  to  secure  the  necessary  funds  to  meet  this  deficit,  and  yet  there 
remains,  including  current  obligations,  to  the  first  of  October,  a  debt  of  $10,- 
161  05.  The  practical  question  is,  what  part  can  the  Baptists  of  Alabama  bear 
—what  part  are  they  willing  to  bear  in  the  liquidation  of  this  debt  ?  My  a  united 
and  determined  effort  on  the  part  of  all  our  people,  much  can  bo  done. 

The  Board  needs  our  unanimous  cooperation.  And  a  still  higher  motive  im- 
pels us— the  low  of  Cliriat.  We  never  can  forget  Ilia  command  to  preach  the 
gospcL  to  every  creature,  "beginning  at  Jerusalem"— beginning  at  home. 
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Now,  u*  we  love  the  cause  of  our  Master — as  wc  lovo  tlic  souls  of  dying  mm 
— us  wc  love  our  languishing  churches,  ami  our  destitute  home  evangelists— let 
»\p,  io  the  full  measure  of  our  abilities,  renew  our  confidence,  and  come  up  to  tlio 
hel|)  of  this  glorious  e.uise. 

Your  Committee  recommend  to  all  our  membership,  the  patronage  rif  "The 
Home  ({■  foreign  Journal"  the  mission  paper  now  published  by  the  Mission 
Hoard  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.    J.  J.  I).  REXFROE,  Chairman. 

After  addresses  by  brethren  Kenfroe,  Teaguo  and  Sumner,  the  lie- 
port  was  adopted,  and  %\Vi  55  collected. 
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Monday  Moknino,  November  Dili,  1808. 

At  1)  o'clock,  the  Convention  was  culled  to  order.  After  singing  and 
prayer,  the  minutes  of  Saturduy  were  read  and  approved. 

On  motion  of  brother  Sumner,  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  was 
requested  to  have  printed,  in  the  Minutes,  a  list  of  the  names  of  Baptist 
Minister  in  the  State,  with  their  post-offices,  the  Constitution  of  the. 
Convention,  and  such  statistical  information  of  the  Associations  in  the 
State,  as  ho  may  be  able  to  procure. 

The  following  brethren  were  recognized  in  their  official  capacities: 
Brothel  J.  J.  Toon,  representing  the  Georgia  Baptist  Convention  and 
the  Indkx  &  Baptist;  S.  S.  Cranberry,  Agent  Orphan's  Home,  Lau- 
derdale Springs. 

Kcv.  E.  B.  Tongue  read  report  B,  After  some  discussion  by  breth- 
ren S.  ]{.  Freeman,  Iluckabee,  and  Basil  Manly,  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  Report  of  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  was  read  and 
adopted.     [See  report  on  page  15.] 

On  motion,  a  personal  explanation  was  allowed  brother  Brewer, 

Rev.  W.  H.  Mcintosh  read  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  State  Convention. 


REPORT   OF   THE   BOARD   OF   DIRECTORS   OF  THE   ALABAMA 
BAPTIST  STATE  CONVENTION. 

The  Board  of  Directors  beg  leave  to  report,  that  since  the  Inst  annual  meet- 
ing of  this  Convention  wc  have  suffered  a  sad  and  severe  ntlliction  iu  the  death 
of  brother  Wm.  N.  Wyatt,  who  was  both  wise  in  council  aud  earnest  In  the 
cause  of  religion.  His  nlucc  iu  the  Board  has  been  filled  by  the  election  of 
Rev.  M.  T.  Sumner,  D.  I). 

A  vacancy  has  also  occurred  in  tho  Board  of  Trustees  of  Howard  Collcgo, 
caused  by  the  death  of  brother  Jefsc  Brown.  This  has  been  supplied  by  the 
Unanimous  choice  of  brother  John  Haralson,  of  Selma. 

With  reference  to  the  disposition  of  the  Greensboro  Baptist  church  property, 
wc  have  to  report,  that  after  mature  deliberation,  it  was  i bought  best  for  tho 
interest  of  tho  denomination,  to  sell  said  property,  which  was  done,  to  the  town 
authorities  of  Greensboro,  for  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  it  was  decided  to  appropriate  $1,500  for  the  pur- 
pose of  building  a  bouse  oi  worship  for  the  colored  Baptists  la  Greensboro,  to 
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he  expended  under  the  direction  of  a  eommittec  of  tlie  Hoard,  and  Testing  the 
title  to  the  lot  on  which  the  house  is  built  in  the  Convention. 
At  a  mcctingof  this  Hoard,  held  April  18th,  lytis,  it  was  resolved  that  the  sum  of 


the  re-payment  of  said  note  due  the  College  by  solvent  persons,  such  as  will  be 
satisfactory  to  the  President  nnd  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

The  Board  further  directed  to  appropriate  the  money  due  on  the  next  notf 
from  the  Intcndcnt  and  Council  of  the  town  of  Greensboro,  when  collected,  a* 
follows,  viz:  One  thousand  dollars  to  the  Baptist  church  iu  Selma,  Ala.,  and 
one  thousand  dollars  to  the  Siloam  Baptist  church,  in  Marion,  Ala.,  upon  con- 
sideration that  said  amounts  are  to  he  expended  by  each  of  said  churches  in  tha 
purchase  of  lots  and  erection  of  houses  of  won  hip  for  the  use  of  the  colored 
Baptists  in  those  places— the  title  to  said  property  to  be  in  the  Alabama  Baptist 
State  Convention. 

On  motion  of  brother  Freeman,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Report  of  the  Board  be  approved,  no  fur  ns  the 
loan  to  Howard  College  and  the  appropriation  to  the  Greensboro  church 
arc  concerned ;  but  that  the  rest  lie  held  .subject  to  the  order  of  the 
Convention. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  was  read  and 
adopted,  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

The  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  take  pleasure  in  reporting  that  there  has 
been  a  very  general  revival  of  the  Sabbath  School  interest  throughout  the  Stale, 
during  the  past  year.  The  advocates  of  this  great  work  have  taken  heart  and 
encouragement  from  past  success,  and  are  redoubling  their  exertions,  determined 
to  uceomplish  great  things  for  the  Mast*  r.  Cod  has  smiled  upon  their  labors, 
.nnd  many  of  those  for  whom  they  toiled  and  prayed  have  professed  a  saving 
faith,  and  been  gathered  into  the  churches  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Indeed, 
many  of  the  churches  report  the  greater  number  of  their  accessions  during  the 
past  year  to  he  from  their  Sabbath  Schools. 

In  many  localities,  Sunday  School  Institutes  and  Conventions  have  been  held, 
attended  with  considerable  success,  which  have  not  only  awakened  a  deeper  in- 
terest in  the  cause,  but  have  disseminated  much  valuable  information,  both  as  to 
the  bc9t  modes  of  teaching,  and  the  necessary  qualifications  for  this  Important 
work.  Very  vague  ideas  have  heretofore  been  entertained  as  to  what  wan 
needed  in  the  schools  and  by  the  teachers.  The  standard  of  qualification  or 
fitness,  at  best  but  low,  hut  now  it  is  seen  that  the  very  best  talent  may  be  most 
profitably  employed,  and  the  utmost  energies  are  required  to  keep  up  with  the 
growing  wants  of  our  schools. 

These  Institutes  and  Conventions  have  brought  the  laborers  together  to  study 
the  urgent  wants  and  necessities  of  the  cause,  as  they  have  been  experienced  in 
dissimilar  fields  of  labor,  and  have  served  the  good  purpose  of  enabling  every 
member  to  profit  by  the  experience  of  his  co-workers.  We  wish  their  enliven- 
ing and  instructive  influences  were  more  generally  felt,  and  hope,  in  the  com- 
ing year,  to  seo  them  established  in  every  District  Association  throughout  th* 
Stale.  We  are  happy  to  that  report  several  of  these  Sunday  School  Conven- 
tions have  been  held  within  the  bounds  of  the  Tuskegee,  und  perhaps  other 
Associations,  which  were  productive  of  the  happiest  results. 

An  effort  has  also  been  made  to  establish  a  permanent  organization  of  Dm 
Sunday  School  workers  of  our  State,  which,  we  regret  to  say,  has  only  proved 
partially  successful. 
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Your  Committer  have  no  means  of  learning  accurately  the  number  of  new 
Sabbath  Schools  which  hare  been  organised  in  the  Btata  during  the  pnst  year, 
but,  Ironi  what  wo  have  learned  from  some  sections,  nre  led  to  believe  the  num- 
ber i»  considerable.  We  sincerely  wish  that  some  means  of  getting  fuller  six- 
ties were  adopted  by  this  body,  which  would  give  us  the  number  of  new  school.* 
established  every  year. 

Our  greatest  progress,  however,  lias  been  in  the  increased  efficiency  niul 
strength  of  those  schools  already  established— in  the  "strengthening  of  the 
things  which  remain."  Evidently  a  Very  general  desire  obtains  to  bring  thc 
schools  to  tbe  highest  mark,  both  in  numerical  and  spiritual  strength— a  dispo- 
sition to  make  use  of  all  the  means  which  can  be  made  available  in  the  one 
great  end  of  bringing  the  children  to  Jesus.  To  this  end  all  means  and  appliances 
should  bend— to  this  all  energies  and  talents  be  consecrated.  Failing  In  this, 
we  lmvo  failed  in  the  most  important  particular;  but  succeeding  here*  we 
have  succeeded  in  the  highest  motive  which  can  stimulate  earthly  ambition. 
Let,  then,  the  motto  of  every  Sunday  School  Superintendent  and  teacher  be — 
Kerry  one  of  these  little  one*  us  In  tubs  of  Jesus  f 

In  this  connection,  wo  ar?  made  happy  in  being  able  to  state  tliat,  in  all  our 
Sabbath  Schools,  there  obtains  this  conviction — The  Bible — the.  bleared  wont  of 
(lod — is  the  great  book  of  Sunday  school  instruction!  That  in  its  sacred  pages  is 
all  that  is  needed  to  be  taught  in  Schools.  Almost  all  other  books  have 
been  discarded,  and  the  Bible  exalted  to  the  position  of  the  great  teacher  for 
our  children  as  well  as  ourselves.  This  we  hail  as  an  evidence  of  the  evangeli- 
cal character  and  spirituality  of  those  to  whom  is  entrusted  the  great  and  im- 
portant work  of  training  the  young  for  usefulness  here  and  happiness  hereafter. 
Wc  desire  to  express  our  hearty  approbation  of  the  course  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  in  removing  tfic  Sunday  School  Hoard  to  Memphis,  as  we 
believe  it  will  enlist  tho  sympathies  of  the  great  West  in  this  cause.  We  desire 
to  recommend,  in  terms  of  earnest  approbation,  the  child's  paper  published  by 
the  Hoard,  as  a  paper  which  should  be  in  the  hands  of  every  child  in  Alabama. 
We  also  recommend  the  Child's  Delight,  published  at  Macon,  ns  a  very  cheap 
and  interesting  publication  for  children. 

Hut,  brethren,  our  work  is  to  send  out  the  holy  leaven  of  Sabbath  school  In- 
fluence, until  the  whole  laud  is  permeated  nnd  affected,  and  every  church  and 
neighborhood  boasts  a  school  of  earnest,  devoted  laborers  for  Jesus.  So  long 
ns  it  is  without  a  school,  no  church  is  fully  equipped  and  furnished  for  usefulness 
—it  can  make  but  little  progress  in  the  great  work  of  converting  the  unbelieving 
world.  This  is  sleeping  over— indilfercnt  to— the  most  weigthy,  crushing  rcspon- 
bililics  which  ever  devolved  upon  humanity.  Wc  should  give  ourselves  no  rest 
until  wc  do  have  a  Sabbath  school  in  every  church  in  this  whole  State  of  Ala- 
bama. Wc  are  far  short  of  this  great  and  desirable  end  now,  but  the  rill  of  in- 
fluence we  have  already  set  In  motion,  unimpeded  and  aided  by  accelerating 
hlreams  of  Individual  zeal  and  energy,  will  gather  power  as  it  rolls  on,  until  at 
last  it  shall  be  irresistible,  and  roll  ius  mighty  volume  against  the  strongest  bar- 
riers of  ignorance,  and  bear  down  nil  opposition,  to  tho  remotest  boundaries  of 
tho  State.  Then  shall  be  realized  that  noble  conception  which  has  fired  so  many 
hearts  and  animated  souls—  a  Stbbath  school  in  even/  church/  Then,  too,  we 
hope  that  other  and  better  determination  shall  bo  attalucd— Eccry  one  of  the 
scholars  of  these  schools  a  diseijtlc — a  loving  pupil  of  Jesus. 

On  motion  of  brother  Henfroe,  it  was 

lifsohed,  That  the  brethren  of  this  Convention  havo  heard  with  deep  sorrow 
of  tho  death  of  that  faithful  man  of  God,  tho  Rev.  John  Zolbcrt,  of  Marengo 
county.  It  affords  us  profound  and  grateful  pleasure  to  bear  testimony  to  bin 
many  virtues,  as  a  devout  Christian,  and  as  a  constant,  laborious  and  earnest  min- 
ister of  tho  New  Testament.  Wo  rejoice  in  the  largo  success  which  attended 
the  ministerial  work  of  his  long  life,  and  the  many  assurances  we  have  of  his 
entire  preparation  for  the  end  of  his  course,  ami  for  the  final  rest  of  God's 
people. 
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On  motion  of  brother  Renfroe,  it  was 

Hewlved,  That  this  Convention  renews  mo.«t  heartily  its  former  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Christian  Index  and  South- Wkstkkn  Baptist.  Its  conduct 
under  the  editorial  supervision  of  Rev.  D.  Shaver,  D.D.,  has  been  marked  by 
eminent  ability.  Its  editorials,  while  written  in  the  best  Christian  spirit,  hate 
been  masterly  vindications  of  the  truth  as  It  is  in  Jesus.  Its  selections  arc  wi^e 
and  instructive— and  we  urge  the  support  of  this  denominations]  organ,  whose 
editor  deserves  the  grateful  and  generous  conlldcnce  of  the  denomination. 

The  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  adopted,  and  they  were 
directed  to  place  the  amounts  collected  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer, 
with  instructions  that  he  pay  over  the  appropriate  sums  to  the  objects 
specified.
